SPEAKER: Samuel P. Welles 
SuBJEcT: “DINOSAURS” 


There are two words which can cause a flurry of 
excitement when uttered almost anywhere in_ the 
world. They are “dolphin” and “dinosaur” and we 
are fortunate to have Dr. Welles at our lectern 
sharing his knowledgeability of the latter. Dr. Welles 
has the title of Lecturer and Principal Museum 
Paleontologist at the University of California at 
Berkeley, an institution with which he has been 
associated for 41 years. His field work and research 
have been on Triassic amphibians and Mesozoic 
marine reptiles and he is now deeply involved with 
dinosaurs. 

Dinosaurs are extremely interesting extinct reptiles 
ranging in size from a chicken to the largest of 
terrestrial animals. They are important in our under- 
standing of adaptation, distribution, migration and 
evolution. Dr. Welles will deal initially with the 
CAS’s two fine exhibits of carniverous dinosaurs, 
Allosarus fragilis March on display in Cowell Hall, 
and Dilophosaurus wetherilli Welles, in Fossil Hall, 
and then will branch out from there. His presenta- 
tion will be illustrated with color slides. 

Dr. Welles is a Fellow and Research Associate of 
the Academy and a member of many other distin- 
guished scientific organizations. He was a Fulbright 
Scholar to New Zealand, 1969- 1970, An article 
authored by him will appear shortly in PACIFIC 
DISCOVERY. 

Three meetings as indicated and your membership 
card is your admission. For the matinee performance 
present it to the door attendant at the entrance of 
Cowell Hall only. You will be asked to show it once 
again at the auditorium entrance. For the evening 


meetings, ingress is at both the main entrance, Cowell

Freshwater Life, Natural History of the Bay Area, 
An Introduction to the Physical Sciences, Ecological 
Physiology, Arachnology and Astronomy.
